Vegetable  Seeds 

Dwarf  or  Bush  Beans 


One  pound  will  plant  a  row  100  feet  long ;  about  1^4  bushels  to  the  acre. 

HOW  TO  GROW  DWARF  or  BUSH  BEANS— Make  the  rows  18  inches  or  2  feet  apart,  and  drop 
the  beans  4  inches  apart  in  the  row.  If  the  soil  is  warm  and  loose,  plant  2  inches  deep;  if  rather 
cold  and  wet,  plant  only  one  inch  deep.  Beans,  especially  the  yellow-podded  varieties,  will  rot  very 
easily  if  planted  when  the  soil  is  wet  and  the  atmosphere  is  cold.  If  you  do  not  want  to  run  the 
risk  of  replanting  them,  do  not  plant  your  beans  until  the  soil  is  warm.  Cultivate  often  but  never 
when  the  plants  are  wet,  as  this  brings  on  rust.  Pick  the  beans  as  fast  as  they  become  fit  for  use; 
this  makes  them  bear  longer.

CULTURE — One  pound  will  plant  50  hills,  30  pounds  per  acre.  The  soil 
should  be  mellow,  rich  and  warm.  Lay  the  ground  out  in  hills  4  feet  apart 
each  way,  and  set  poles  8  to  10  feet  long  firmly  in  the  hills  before  planting 
the  seed.  Plant  5  or  6  beans  in  a  hill  and  cover  about  2  inches  deep ;  leave 
three  plants  at  each  pole,  and  wrhen  a  few  inches  high  draw  a  little  earth 
around  them  as  support.  Set  the  poles  before  the  plants  have  grown  to 
large  size;  many  gardeners  consider  it  an  advantage  to  set  the  poles  when 
planting,  thus  avoiding  disturbing  the  small  plant  or  its  roots.

Ladino  should  be  sown 
in  the  spring  for  best  results.  Prepare  the  soil  early  and  have  it  in  readiness  for  sowing.  The 
application  of  sulphur  or  gypsum  to  the  soil  will  quicken  the  young  growth  and  promote  a 
heavier  and  sturdier  stand.  Sow  6  pounds  of  seed  per  acre,  harrowing  in  lightly.  It  is  not 
necessary  to  grow  a  nurse  crop  with  Ladino,  although  many  growers  plant  Rye  Grass,  Or¬ 
chard  Grass  or  Fescue  with  the  Ladino  claiming  that  it  will  prevent  bloating.  We  believe 
this  a  good  practice.  If  these  grasses  are  sown  with  the  clover  it  will  not  prevent  threshing 
the  crop  for  seed  as  the  grasses  named  above  can  be  easily  cleaned  out  of  the  Ladino.

'The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  reports  that  a  well-managed  Ladino  pasture  will 
carry  40  per  cent  more  stock  than  alfalfa,  red  clover,  alsike  or  white,  and  80  per  cent 
more  than  blue  grass.  The  protein  content  is  one-half  again  higher  than  green  alfalfa 
and  three  times  as  great  as  green  corn.  Under  Oregon  conditions  it  is  consistently  car¬ 
rying  4  to  5  cows  per  acre  from  early  spring  until  late  fall.  All  classes  of  livestock  and 
poultry  find  Ladino  very  palatable,  invariably  leaving  other  clover  or  grass  pasture  for 
it.  Cows  consistently  increase  in  milk  production  when  changed  to  Ladino.  It  is  nutri¬ 
tious — in  several  Central  Oregon  cases  being  the  entire  ration  for  4  high-producing  cows 
per  acre  for  seven  months  of  the  year.  It  grows  tall  enough  to  be  cut  for  hay  and  is  used 
extensively  as  a  cover  crop  and  for  soil  improvement,  especially  in  orchards. .  Although 
livestock  is  less  susceptible  to  bloating  on  Ladino  than  on  any  other  legume,  in  sections 
troubled  with  bloating  a  Ladino  and  grass  mixture  is  recommended.  The  following  mix¬ 
ture  will  not  cause  bloating:  Rye  grass,  6  lbs.;  Ladino,  3  lbs.;  or  Orchard  Grass,  3  lbs., 
Ladino,  3  lbs.

MAKING  A  LAWN.  First  obtain  pure  seed.  Loosen  the  soil  in  which  a  new  lawn  is  to  be 
made  to  a  depth  of  at  least  five  inches,  and  lighten  it  with  humus  or  several  inches  of  com¬ 
post,  or  use  well  rotted  manure  you  know  to  be  “positively  free  of  weed  seeds.”  Apply  fer¬ 
tilizer  liberally  either  sheep  manure,  bonemeal  or  a  good  commercial  fertilizer.  Sow  in  the  early 
spring  when  cool  weather  and  ample  rainfall  will  insure  complete  germination  and  a  good 
start  for  the  seedlings  before  hot  dry  weather  comes.  By  all  means  prevent  the  ground  from 
drying  out,  even  for  a  few  minutes  while  seed  is  germinating.  Early  fall  is  a  fine  time  to  plant. 
Rake  the  seed  in  well  and  roll  so  that  the  soil  is  firm  over  the  seed.  Where  seed  is  sown  on  an 
old  lawn  always  cover  it  with  a  top  dressing  of  sand  or  soil  and  fertilizer.  Seed  thrown  on  the 
top  of  hard  ground  has  no  chance  to  grow  and  will  merely  wash  off.
